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XIV.—METEOROLOGICAL STATISTICS. 


No. 40.—Notes on the Rainfall of Western Australia for October, November, and December, and 
the year 1919, 


October.—The over-average divisions throughout the State during the month of October embraced 
the North Eastern Goldfields, and the greater part of the Central and Eastern Agricultural areas ; 
otherwise a defect was shown. 

Rainless conditions were experienced throughout the Tropics, while the West Gascoyne and 
the principal portion of the North Coastal Agricultural areas did not participate to any great extent 
in the splendid downpour which marked the opening days of the month, 

Commencing on the first, over the East Gascoyne a monsoonal disturbance moved rapidly south- 
wards throughout the remainder of the State and a splendid rainfall was recorded over the North- 
Eastern Goldfields and Central and Eastern Agricultural districts. Unfortunately, its influence only 
reached to a limited extent the North Coastal districts, where rain was badly needed. This proved 
to be the only good rain-bearing disturbance during the month, 

Several depressions were shown at different intervals on the Weather Chart, but the influence ihey 
exerted from a rain-bearing point of view was decidedly disappointing. 


November.— The rain map for November showed an almost general excess above the usual monthly 
fall South from the Tropic, and also over the inland districts of the De Grey. This excess was most 
noticeable over the South-Eastern division of the Goldfields, thence Southwards through Balladonia 
to the South Coast. 

A widespread monsoonal depression during the first week of the month was largely responsible 
for these exceptionally heavy totals, which in a number of instances were the greatest ever recorded 
for the month of November. As instancing the erratic character of those monsoonal disturbances, 
it may bo mentioned that several coastal stations, including Perth, recorded a few points of rain 
only, while neighbouring localities experienced heavy thunderstorms. 

For example, a heavy hailstorm, accompanied by torrential rain, burst over Fremantle on the 
afternoon of the 3rd worked through to the Upper Swan, and thence to the Darling Range, con- 
siderable damage being done during its brief visitation. 

Over the tropical portions of the State the ordinary summer thunderstorms were less frequent 
than usual, with the consequence that the gaugings were, with few exceptions, below the average. 


December.—The outstanding feature of the December rain map was the exceptionally good fall 
recorded over the Coolgardie Goldfield, whore the totals varied from double to nearly ten times the 
normal amount for the month. The chief factor in this remarkable result was a monsoonal storm 
which traversed the State on the LOth, All areas were affected, but with few exceptions the heavy falls 
were contined to the Coolgardie Fields. More or less general thunderstorms also visited those areas 
on several other dates, but over most of the other sub-tropical divisions the storm of the L0th brought 
the only considerable rainfall for the month. Slight excesses were met with at most of the Murchison 
stations, and on the South-East Coast, and also at a number of Agricultural and South-West Coastal 
localities, but the greater part of the West Coastline and the wheat belt experienced a dry month. 

Tropical rainfall was plentiful, the great majority of stations recording large excesses above the 
average. These were due to ordinary summer thunderstorms, which were of daily occurrence ; no 
woll-defined disturbance appeared on the December chart during the whole month, 


Year 1919.—The first quarter of the year 1919 was predominantly one of dry conditions. This 
Jeature presented a most serious aspect in the tropics, where drought prevailed throughout the summer 
months of 1918-19. The raintall totals of the East and North Kimberley country for January were 
about equal to the usual monthly fall, and the whole of Kimberley recorded better results than usual 
during the succeeding month, but in the new divisions the summer rains failed completely, March 
opened with a tropical cyclone which was confined to the neighbourhood of Wyndham, where 17-58 
inches fe]l during the tirst three days (13-52 above the March average), and about the end of the month 
an anticyclonic rain resulted in excesses at a few South Coastal, Southern Goldfields, and Eastern 
Agricultural stations. Apart from these gaugings the total falls were amongst the lightest on record 
for the month of March. 

Dry weather continued until April 16th, when a widespread storm affected all areas Scuth of 
Condon, more particularly the Coolgardie Goldfields and Eastern and Southern portions of the wheat 
belt, This system passed away completely on April 19th, and a reversion to dry conditions took 
place, broken only by trivial coastal showers and an inland upper-air disturbance on May Sth, which 
accounted for excesses at isolated goldtield stations for that month, ‘ 

From June 6th to 10th good agricultural rains were recorded, but after the disturbance cleared 
away an unsatisfactory disposition of isobaric control was set up, with the result that the normal 
winter rain-bearing systems were contined chiefly to the West and South-West Coastal fringe. July 
conformed more closely to ordinary winter conditions, and good agricultural rains, penetrating frequently 
to the South Coolgardie Goldtield, resulted. : ‘ 

These falls were supplemented by chictly satisfactory August rains, the most important of which 
fell on the 20th, when the North-West division participated. Several stations on the North-West 
Coast recorded phenomenal gaugings for the time of the year. In September, apart from a good general 
rain on the 2nd, the depression that visited our region followed paths far to the Southward, and 
although they were productive of frequent coastal showers, little rain penetrated to the wheat belt, 

During the two succeeding months only two storms of importance, both monsoonal in character, 
visited Southern areas. Both occurred in the opening week of the month, The October visitation, 
affecting chiefly the Goldiields and astern and Central agricultural areas, and that of November, 
although more widespread, were heaviest over the South-East Goldtields, where many record totals 


for the month were encountered. A very similar disturbance, which also resulted in very heavy 
excesses over the Coolgardie Goldfields, occurred on December 10th. 

Tropical thunder-rains commenced in November, and were at first less active than usual, but 
during the final month of the year they increased greatly in frequency and importance, some gratifying 
excesses being disclosed at the end of the month. 

Taking the year as a whole, the Coolgardie Goldfields (South-East Division) fared remarkably well, 
excesses ranging from | to 8 inches. This was due to the magnificent rains of the latter half of the 
year, which casily constituted records at the majority of goldfields stations. 

‘The other extreme was met with in the Tropics, where the drought conditions of the previous 
year continued until August, 1919. An exceptional rainfall in that month, and good ordinary summer 
rains in December somewhat relieved the position in the De Grey and Kimberley, but only in the coastal 
portions of the latter division were excesses noted on the annual averages. In the Fortescue division 
the drought remained unbroken, Onslow registering only 1-23 inches for the whole ye&r. Generally 
speaking, barely half the normal rainfall was recorded in the North-West division, and also over.a 
large portion of the Gascoyne. 

Turning to the South-West quarter of the State deficiences were again the rule, but only in 
isolated instances did they amount to more than one-fifth of the annual averages, while the extreme 
Eastern fringe of the wheat growing country participated to some extent in the excesses recorded 
over the goldfields. As in the tropics, the tendency toward deficient rainfall was accounted for by 
dry weather in the carlier half of the year.
